214 Hospital Ship 
Saves Many Lives 

Two hundred and fourteen hos¬ 
pital ship complement which re¬ 
ceived its training at Camp Anza 
was responsible for the saving of 
400 American doughboy lives, ac¬ 
cording to reports from Army head¬ 
quarters in the South Pacific. 

This unit on their vessel “The 
Ship of Mercy’’ landed oji Leyte on 
the heels of the invasion and im¬ 
mediately set to work evacuating 
sick and wounded from this beach¬ 
head. These soldiers needed im¬ 
mediate medical attention* and the 
officers and men*of the 214th, with 
the speed and efficiency gained 
through their extensive training 
here, was the dominating factor in 
the saving of these lives.

USAFI Provides 
Opportunities for 
GIs Education 

The Information - Education of¬ 
fice provides a well-rounded edu¬ 
cational program for the military 
personnel of*Camp Anza. A grow¬ 
ing interest in educational facilities 
has been stimulated here in both 
officers and enlisted men. Prime 
factor in this program is the 
United States Armed Forces Insti¬ 
tute. USAFI provides the finest 
educational facilities of this coun¬ 
try to all men in the service—no 
matter where they are stationed. 

USAFI catalogs may be secured 
at either the Information-Educa¬ 
tion office (now located directly 
across the street from Gym No. 1) 
or the library in Service Club No. 1. 
The courses outlined indicate one 
sure way to make a GI’s experi¬ 
ence in the Armed Forces serve 
him profitably and at the same 
time contribute to his military ef¬ 
fectiveness while his country is at 
war. The cost is very little—far 
less than it would be for any civil¬ 
ian. 

The Institute brings off-duty edu¬ 
cational opportunity to the Joes 
and Janes of the Army through 
four separate and distinct methods 
Of study: (1) Institute correspond¬ 
ence courses; (2) University exten¬ 
sion correspondence courses; (3) 
self-teaching courses; and (4) off- 
duty classes. All courses are thor¬ 
ough, consisting of high school, 
technical school,, and college and 
^university offerings. 

The government shares the cost 
Of a university extension corre¬ 
spondence course—paying half the 
text and tuition fee for each 
course taken up to the amount of 
$20. One fee, $2, enrolls any en¬ 
listed man or woman for any Insti¬ 
tute self-teaching or correspond¬ 
ence course. The Institute, further¬ 
more, will help the GI student to 
£et school or college credit for 
any educational work completed. 

Many soldiers at camp already 
have enrolled for such courses, and 
more and more calls each week 
come to the Information-Education 
office in regard to enrollment. 

Besides the services of USAFI, 
local educational opportunities also 
are provided by Riverside high 
school and junior college free eve¬ 
ning classes. Transportation is pro¬ 
vided by the camp to the men at¬ 
tending these classes—and many 
already are in attendance.

Chaplain Havens 
Comes to Rescue 

The War Department through its 
many orders and circulars author¬ 
izes duties to all of the armed 
forces. Chaplain Havens has add¬ 
ed his own GI Bill of Rights, apart 
from the War Department author¬ 
ity but not in conflict with it, thus 
making flexible democracy in the 
service. In addition to his weekly 
sermons and articles in the news¬ 
paper, Chaplain Havens has print¬ 
ed cards which he distributes to 
all GI’s. On the face of the card is 
printed the right of holders to con¬ 
sult with him on all matters on 
the reverse side. There are 16 indi¬ 
vidual complaints with which the 
Chaplain will deal. But one must 
not ask his aid if his difficulties 
do not lie within those 16 com¬ 
plaints. The three most important 
gripes that he has been most suc¬ 
cessful in aiding are Nos. 2, 7 
and 16. 

No. 2 deals with KP, otherwise 
known as the source of dishpan 
hands. If any GI can prove that 
his girl, wife or mother screams 
when he is holding her hands in a 
dark theater or alley he will be 
permanently excused. 

No. 7 relates to Section 8 in the 
Articles of War which of course 
one knows deals with the awarding 
of the Congressional Medal and 
Honorable Discharge to any en¬ 
listed man hot footing his CO or 
First Sgt. until they are complete¬ 
ly burned. The Chaplain will help 
you get the discharge so keep as 
evidence the match that did the 
trick. 

Lastly, No. 16 refers to the prob¬ 
lem of having two sweethearts.

DIGEST OF THE WORLD’S WAR NEWS 

“Not just the best trained or the best equipped soldier, but the 
best informed soldier in the world.”

Biggest and saddest news of the 
weekend is the all-out German 
counter-attack launched Saturday 
morning along a 75 mile American 
front in western Europe. The Nazis 
are throwing what may be their 
last reserves of weapons and men 
into this desperate effort to stall 
the Allied winter campaign and to 
postpone the inevitable Allied vic¬ 
tory. A security blackout on news 
has prevented disclosure of the 
extent or exact location of the ene¬ 
my’s gains. But the counter-drive 
extends from a point 16 miles be¬ 
low Aachen down to the southern 
tip of the Luxembourg border. 

Hundreds of carefully hoarded 
planes and tanks, reserve divisions 
and parachutists have been thrown 
by the Nazis into fierce battles 
which may prove to be the most 
decisive of the war. 

Use of a new V-weapon by the 
Germans is revealed in a late dis¬ 
patch from the Ninth Army front 
inside the Reich, but there is no 
hint of the weapon’s nature. Furth¬ 
er reports have it that the Fascist 
enemy is resorting to acts of atroci¬ 
ty against American soldiers. 

War commentators have been 
quick to remark on the timing of 
this fierce counter-attack. Certain¬ 
ly it is not incidental that der 
fuehrer’s putsch comes at a time 
of marked political unrest in three 
European countries lately freed 
from German occupation. Regret- 
tablyj this unrest currently is gain¬ 
ing momentum. And conflict with¬ 
in the borders of Belgium, Italy 
and Greece cannot help but have 
repercussions beyond its immediate 
locale. 

In Greece, the conflict continues 
openly, with British forces in Ath¬ 
ens still waging war against an 
aroused Greek populace fer politi¬ 
cal control of the capital. As yet, 
no terms have been reached be¬ 
tween the Anglo-sponsored govern¬ 
ment and the liberating forces of 
ELAS. 

At this very vital time, efforts to 
resolve these conflicts should not 
take the form only of criticism 
directed at British policy. The over¬ 
all policy of victory for the United 
Nations is at stake. Consequently 
there is a growing awareness with¬ 
in each of these Allied nations that 
the fundamental consideration is 
waging war against the common 
enemy — mailing this struggle a 
united peoples’ war against the 
oppression of Fascism. 

Brightening news from Italy 
reached the States early this week 
with the announcement of the lib¬ 
eration of Faenza, which for three 
weeks has blocked the British 
Eighth Army drive up the Rimini- 
Bologna highway along the Po val¬ 
ley plain . 

Though lately relegated to page 
umpteen of most daily press re¬ 
leases, activity on the eastern 
front is forging ahead in steady 
favor of our Soviet allies. And it 
is important to remember that this 
progress is being scored in the 
vital Hungarian sector, where the 
Germans are concentrated in num¬ 
bers exactly comparable to those 
of the defensive troops they have 
along the entire western front. The 
Red Army not only has Budapest 
two-thirds surrounded but also is 
poised in a direct threat to stra¬ 
tegic Vienna. 

Headlines from the Pacific are 
all in our favor. Veteran Yank 
troops of Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger’s 
Sixth Army, in a surprise amphib¬ 
ious thrust from Leyte, swarmed 
ashore at 0730 Friday on the south¬ 
west coast of Mindoro island just 
130 miles below Manila. General 
MacArthur already has disclosed 
that our troops have pushed sev¬ 
eral miles inland—up to 11 miles in 
places—and that we hold the south 
part of the island securely. The 
General’s communique announcing 
the landings said that the new in¬ 
vasion cut the Philippine archipel¬ 
ago in two and gave the United 
States a foothold on the China sea, 
supply route between Nippon and 
southecst Asia. The landings were 
covered by air and naval bombard¬ 
ment. 

Meantime, effective B-29 raids 
on the Jap homeland continue. 


On Asia’s mainland, Allied forces 
in northern Burma have linked up 
to" form a continuous front. Ameri¬ 
can units in Burma are within 120 
miles of the major Burmese river 
port and rail hub of Mandalay. 
Bhamo, on the Ledo road, was cap¬ 
tured by Chinese troops last week 
after a 28 day siege. 

To the northeast, in China, rein¬ 
forced Chinese defenders are push¬ 
ing the Jap invader farther and 
farther away from his Kwangj^ 
province objectives, thus reliev^|||| 
th threats to both Kunming a Wr 
Chungking. But efforts on behalf 
of Chinese unity have gained fewer 
actual results than was anticipated. 
Despite friendly intercession of the 
American ambassador both at 
Chungking and guerrilla headquar¬ 
ters at Yenan, the leading spokes¬ 
man of the guerrilla states that 
negotiations between the Central 
government and the Communists 
have not “attained the least re¬ 
sult.” Mao Tse-Tung, chairman of 
the Chinese Communist party, 
commenting on the American land- ^ 
ing on Leyte and other military 
successes, urged that the Japs be 
not allowed to score further gains 
in a divided China. 

Mao said the sole task of the 
Chinese people is to cooperate with 
the Allies to overthrow the Jap 
invaders—and thq,t the task of the 
Chinese in 1945 is to “rise as one 
man to demand that the Central 
government authorities change 
their present policy so that a demo¬ 
cratic coalition government can be 
set up.”
